Pope Appeals To 


Happy Americans 


To Aid Belgians

Rome, Oct. 17.—The pope has 


made an appeal to the "children of 
happy and prosperous America 
to 


aid the. million and 
half 
unhappy 


children of Belgium." 
The request 


of the pontiff is the result of a visit 
paid him by George Barr Baker of 
New York, who came to the Vatican 
at the instance of Herbert Hoover, 
chairman of the American commis- 
sion for relief of Belgium. Mr. Ba- 
ker told the pope that the Belgian 
children were reduced below normal 
weight and- were suffering bodily ills 
hrough undernourishment. 


He said that tuberculosis was in- 


:reasingly prevalent and had risen 
from seven- to over 13 per cent. Mr. 
Hoover proposes to give the children 
a supplementary daily meal of a cup 
of chocolate or milk and one sweet- 
ened biscuit made with lard. Expe- 
rience has shown that this addition 
to their diet will maintain their con- 
dition at normal and 
will restore 


those already weakened. The cost of 
this meal is three cents 
for each 


child daily and Mr. Hoover hopes to 
obtain the assistance of the Amer- 
ican Catholic clergy in enlisting the 
American children in relief work.

Country In tlie Future Will Demand 


a More Concentrated Direction 


of Its Business.

Paris, Oca. 17.—The re-moulding 


of French" political 
methods 
after 


the war, resulting in a concentration 
of government, is predicted by Pre- 
mier Briand, according to a conver- 
sation the'premier 
has had 
with 


friends, which is recapitulated in the 
P?s;aro by Alfred Capus, the drama- 
tist and member 
of 
the French 


academy. He quotes the premier as 
saying: 


"I do not pretend to do more than 


sketch the main outline. As the re- 
sult of lessons which it cannot es- 
cape, I believe our country will re- 
sume instinctively the notion of di- 
rect counsel and authority. 
There 


will be this difference, that, while 
under past regimes this 
authority 


was imposed upon it historically and 
by icustom, today it is the country it- 
self which demands it from its elect* 
ed representatives as well as a more 
firm and concentrated direction of 
its business. 
You understand I am 


not speaking for myself. I am think- 
ing of the next group of politicians, 
who will be in power. 
They 
are 


bound to come on the scene with a 
fresh outlook and, less 
bound by 


opinions and doctrines, will submit 
themselves more easily to 
experi- 


ence. Our present political 
meth- 


ods are not at all damaged by the 
war. 
They simply require to be re- 


vised, re-moulded and readapted. 
I 


am convinced, for example that the 
spirit born-of the war is about to 
clash with the spirit of parochialism 
and that it will breaw it. There will 
be substituted the notion of public 
welfare which has been lost in what 
one might call the pulverization of 
efforts. What will be wanted will be 
the concentration of effort 
in the 


general interest. 
"In my opinion, the need of to- 


morrow is to concentrate instead of 
disperse and you 
cannot 
imagine 


with what "good will universal suf- 
frage will accept these principles. I 
believe it is ready to do so now. The 
war has put in in a state of receptiv- 
ity and it remains only to speak of 
it clearly and frankly and to re- 
awaken it to a realization of its own 
condition."

Long Branch, N.-J., Oct. 17.—'Pres- 


ident Wilson announced today that 
his efforts to bring about an agree- 
ment among belligerent nations to 
allow relief supplies to be sent to 
Poland had failed. 


The president gave out a state- 


ment saying he had received replies 
from the rulers of 
Great 
Britain, 


France, Russia, Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary to a letter he sent in 
July suggesting that those nations 
combine to assist in 
Polish 
relief 


work. 


The statement follows: 
" I have now received 
replies 


from the King 
of England, 
the 


President of France, the Emperor 
of Russia, the Emperor of Germany 
and 
the 
Emperor 
of 
Austria, 


to my letter of July 20, 1916, in 
which I tendered the offices of this 
government in negotiations looking 
to a fresh consideration of the pos- 
sibility and 
method of relieving 


Poland. It appears, I greatly regret 
to say, that there are still important 
differences between the allied and 
Central Powers as. to the terms un- 
der which relief supplies may be 
sent to Poland. I am disappointed 
that I have not yet been successful 
in inducing the powers to conclude 
a definite settlement." 
The letter sent by the president 


to the various nations, made pub- 
lic today is as follows: 
"In view of the overwhelming dis- 


aster which has befallen the mil- 
lions of non-combatant infiabitants 
of Poland I feel justified 
by 
the 


universal and earnest expression ^1 
he sympathies of the American peo- 
ple, regardless of racial origin or 
political sentiment, to suggest to 
your majesty that the 
subject 
of 


ways and means for saving of those 
people who still survive be given the 
further benevolent consideration of 
your majesty's government. 


"While no one can fail to appre- 


ciate the suffering and sacrifices^ of 
the people primarily engaged in the 
existing war, nor the difficulties in 
the way of alleviating ^the 
hard- 


ships of those who are 
the 
inci- 


dental sufferers of the 
war, 
the 
slow or rapid" starvation of millions 
of innocent people is 
so 
awful 
a. 


fact that such an outcome be avert- 
ed if it is within the compass of hu- 
man effort to avert it. 
In the ef- 


fort to avert it I confidently pledge 
the co-operation of the people of the 
United States if only the way can 
be found to make their co-opera- 
tion effective. 


"May 
I therefore be permitted to 


suggest that an entirely fresh con- 
sideration be given to the possibili- 
ties and efforts for relief for Po- 
land, and to tender the friendly of- 
fices of this government in nego- 
tiations to this end, it being under- 
stood that any plan proposed shall 
be of such a character 
as to be 


adapted to the accomplishment of 
no other right than that of the re- 
lief of the distressed inhabitants of 
Poland. 
"In conclusion I can only 
add 


that it is my sincere hope that your 
majesty will see in this note no in- 
tention to interfere with the rights 
and policies of your majesty's gov- 
ernment, but merely an attempt to 
express to your majesty 
the 
sym- 


pathy and compassion for the starv- 
ing inhabitants of Poland tfelt 
by 


the citizens of the United States— 
a sympathy and compassion which 
they do not desire shall be evidenc- 
ed merely by our word but which 
they hope they may be permitted to 
express by assisting in the actual 
work of furnishing 
food 
to 
the 


starving inhabitants of Poland. 
"I have the honor to be,

Did You-Know 


That the sequoia is a species of tree 
belonging to lue 
cypress 
family? 


There are but two species. The Red- 
wood and what is popularly known 
as the Big Tree. 
The latter name 


is given to a small number of trees 
found only on the western slope of 
the Sierra Nevadas in California. 
These trees grow in groups, popu- 
larly called groves, and stand amidst 
smaller trees of different kinds. Ten 
groves are known but only two of 
these are easily accessible. 
They 


are the Calaveras grove, containing 
about 800 trees and the Manposa 
_grove with about 365 trees. 
The 


average height of the Big Trees is 
275 feet though some have reached 
a height of 325 feet. 
The bark is 


sometimes two feet thick. 
In 1854 


one of these trees was cut down 
and it took five men twenty-two 
and a half days to do the work. A

"The Rise of New 
Nations" was treated by Mrs. Anna 
Campbell in a comprehensive and de- 
lightful paper, giving a glimpse of the 
social and political discontent which

and was estimated to cost ?38,500.
